Not all the appointing authority 


is in the hands of the manager ot 


selectmen. The moderator will 
continue to appoint the Finance 
Committee and any other com 
mittees authorized by law. 


In general, the charter states 
that terms of office of appointed 
board members wil! be the same 
as provided by statute and their 
powers and duties will remaia 
consistent with those speci 
under the statutes. Thus, again

IN MASSACHUSETTS 

Massachusetts fails to recog- 
nize the key importance of top- 
level employees in state and local 
government, according to a recent 
analysis of public salaries by the 
Taxpayers Federation. 

For the nation as a whole it was 
found that one out of every 34 
state and municipal employees was 
aid a salary of $7,200 or higher. 
For Massachusetts only one out of 
71 employees was in this higher 
salary bracket. The Bay State 
ranked a poor 30th among the 
states in this respect in contrast 
to its 8th rank in personal income. 

The inevitable result is that 
Massachusetts suffers in competi- 
tion with other states in attracting

proved by either town. 
If acceptable, however, this 
would break down into a payment 


of about $25 daily. 
Studied Availability 

The engineering report pointed 
out that the Gould rd. water main 
is part of the high pressure system. 

Studies conducted there in May 
led to the conclusion that 225,000 
gallons of water each day would 
be available, keeping the pressure 
per square inch at no less than 40 
pounds, 

Another study in September in- 
dicated that 216,000 gallons per 
day were available, without lower- 
ing the pressure below 40 pounds. 

Thus the firm recommends that 
200,000 gallons per minute be set 
as a maximum amount, with auto- 
matic controls to insure against 
any more being pumped. 

lhe report also urges that auto- 
matic devices be installed to re- 
duce the flow, or shut off the 
pumps, if the Andover pressure 
drops below 40 pounds. 
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New Pump 

The engineers suggest installa- 
tion of a pump with the proper 
capacity, in the No. Reading 
pumping station about 800 feet 
from the end of the present main 
in Gould rd. This, with the needed 
eight-inch water main, would be 
installed at No. NReading’s ex- 
pense. 

A by-pass around the No. Read- 
ing station, with a simple gate 
valve, would allow Andover to 
reverse the flow of water in case 
of emergency. Doing so would add 
water, and keep adequate pressure 
in the lines, in case fire fighting 
was the emergency. 

The engineering report empha- 
sized that the town of Andover 
could shut off the water at any 
time that the town needs it, in 
the opinion of the superintendent. 
And it calls for pumping from the 
Andover system at Stupeak hours, 
mostly into a new stand pipe 
being built in the neighboring 
town. 

Capacity Studied 

Investigating the capacity of the 

Bancroft rd. reservoir and pumping 


station, the engineers state that 


with one pump working, there is a 
capacity to put 850,000 gallons 
per day into the system. With two 
pumps working, this capacity ap- 
proaches 1,500,000 gallons. 

But peak pumping levels at the 
station, the report continues, show 
810,000 gallons in one 24-hour 
period in 1955, 860,000 gallons 
in 1956 on one day, 640,000 peak 
in 1957 and 540,000 gallons peak 
load on any one day in 1958. 


Thus, the report concluded, it| 
is possible to take 200,000 gallons 


per day for No. Reading without 


endangering domestic capacity at 


the pumping station. 
Cost Factors 


Cost factors, the report in-| 
dicated, are: cost of actual opera- 
tion, interest on investment, and | 


depreciation. 


The actual cost of supplying 
the water to No. Reading would be 


about $80 per million gallons. 
Interest on the investment calls 
for about $42 per million gallons. 


And depreciation would call for 


some $49 per million gallons. 


The report suggested that a fair 
balance be struck between the! 
actual cost and theoretical cost, 


and established this at $125. 


But both communities will have 
to agree on the actual price be- 


fore any action can be taken.
